CENTRAL AMERICA. 
Nineteen expelled Nicaraguan Jesuit 
priests arrived at Greytown in the begin* 
ning of last month. The Nicaraguan Gov­ 
ernment, it is said, treated them w ell- 
paid their passages and gave them ?1,CU0 
or so to meet their wine bills, and other 
little things necessary ta a comfortable) 
voyage. The Jesuits were expelled because 
they are believed to have incited the 
recent occurrences in Matagalpa and 
Leon. 
One was a rebellion of ig­ 
norant Indians, and the other was an out. 
break of fanatics against a public institu­ 
tion supported by the Government aud de­ 
voted to the education of the youth of 
Leon. It is asserted by many that tho 
ultimate object of these violentes was 
the overthrow of the Government oi 
General Zavala and placing in power one 
l’edro Kalladbres. 
VANAMA. 
Permission das been granted for a tele­ 
graphic cable on the eastern coast of .Pan­ 
ama, tu connect with the lines of Mexico 
into the United '♦tatos. 
There have been made discoveries of 
magnificent forests of the quinia tree in 
Santander and 'fféliiu», as well as of oaucho 
in Cauca. 
Many cases of smalbpev .re reported in 
Nata, Agua-Dulce, Cenóme Pocri and other 
places in the State of Panawa. 
In Nata 
there are at present about Twenty cafe*, 
and two or three deaths are r? voided daily. 
So many have died there lately as com par. d 
with the ordinary mortality, tiat the cem­ 
etery has been enlarged to accommodate 
the increased number of new conurs to the 
“ city of the dead.” 
Serious work has koen begun on the 
Panamo Canal, although no exca.mtion has 
yet been made. It will be readily under­ 
stood that in SHch an gigantic ex ter prise 
the preliminaries must oeoupy timi. Since 
January the most perfect 
organiza­ 
tion has existed cn the Isthmue, and a large 
amount of necessary preliminary werk has 
been accomplished. 
Five hundred and three tons of bananas 
were shipped from Aspinwall to hfew Yotk 
by tho Colon on her last voyage. 
chili and m an. 
Tho Federation of Peru and Bolivia is 
announced as a fixed fact. Montero figures 
as President of Peru, Calvo of Bolivia', and 
Don Nicholas do l’ierola as the Chief Mag­ 
istrate of the Confederation: b’onipero is 
assigned to the ch cf command of "todos 
loa ejércitos ” of tho great Confederation. 
£11 Día, of Callao, of May diet, says the 
transport Rimac, sunk in Callao Bay by 
the Peruvians to prevent her falling into 
Chilean hands, has been successfully 
raised, and will soon be in good sea-going 
condition. 
The following ports of Peru and towns 
immediately inland are offioially declared 
to be occupied l>y the Chileans : Callao, 
Lobos Island, Lambayeque, Pimentel. 
Eten, Chiclayo, Pacasmayo, San Pedro, 
Pisco, Salaverrry, Chicama, Moche, llu- 
anchaco, Asoope, Trujillo, Huacho, Chau- 
cay and Supe. 
Two banks - the Nacional de Pfcra and 
the Callao—have reopened their doors in 
Lima for general business. 
The erroneous report that the Chilian 
authorities intended evacuating Lima and 
fixing their headquarters at Cailao, caused 
considerable alarm in the former city, from 
the fears of an attempted rising of the peo­ 
ple on the departure of the garrison. 


SHOT WITH A PIECE OF QUARTZ. 
A singular accident occurred above 
Cherokee on Thursday morning last, to a 
miner named Samuel Smith, who was 
working in tho old Duffield claim with 
Mr. F. B. FowleB. These men were de­ 
veloping the mine, Mr. Fowlts working 
(luring the day, and Mr. Smith at night. 
About » e'clock on Thursday morn­ 
ing, Mr. 
Fowles heard a blast in 
the direction of Ilia mine, and at 7 
o’clock went to the mouth of the tunnel 
to re-ume his shift, and seeing nr light or 
hearing no noise thereabouts, he halloed t .e 
man's name in the tunnel several times. 
Getting no response, he started to find out 
the cause, aud after going some distance 
he stumbled upon the lifeliss body of poor 
Smith. Fowles had him conveyed to a 
cabin near his residence, and sent for Cor­ 
oner Van Harlingen. 
On examination 
there was found to be but one wound. A 
piece of quartz about half an inch one way 
and a quarter of an inch another, had broken 
through the center of his breastbone and 
imbedded itself in bis heart, making a hole 
as if shot by a musket ball. From appear­ 
ances of blood stains, he had walked about 
fifteen feet after being struck. The acci­ 
dent is accounted for in the supposition 
that the blast did not go off as soon as he 
expected, and he went back to examine 
the cauee, and when about fifteen or twenty 
feet Irom the place an explosion occurred 
and he was killed by the flying fragment. 
Mr. Smith was a native of Sweden, aged 
.->»> years, and was highly respected by his 
brother miners and by all wko knew him.

M ysterious Case —The Michigan Bluff 
correspondent of the Placer Herald says : 
A mysterious affair occurred in this neigh­ 
borhood on the night of tho Fourth of 
July. A livery team wa3 engaged to go t<» 
Auburn on that night. The driver was 
instructed to drive toward Forest Hill 
until stopped by a man with a shotgun, 
who would call upon him to halt. 
The driver followed his instructions, 
and when in the neighborhood of 
Baker’s ranch he was stopped by a 
man masked and carrying a shotgun. 
The man blindfolded the driver and then 
helped a lady into the wagon, after 
which the blindfold was removed and tho 
driver was tolu to pay strict attention to 
his horses and not look behind ; at the same 
time the double-barreled shotgun was laid 
on his shoulder to show him the necessity 
of strictly obeying the orders of his myste­ 
rious passenger. When approaching Forest 
Hill the driver was ordered to leave the 
main road and take a back road, by which 
they avoided passing through town. The 
driver declares that he does not know who 
were his passengers. He further states 
that he believes that one was a woman, 
and that she never spoke a word from the 
time she got into the wagon until he 
parted with them in the neighborhood of 
Auburn.

A gentleman who carefully examined the 
Wood river country writes his opinion to 
a friend in Walla Walla, and among other 
things says : “ I do not wish to overrate 
the country. Some of the ore is very rich, 
while others are of a low grade. There is 
quite a variety of ores here—gold, ailver, 
lead, copper and cinnabar. There are free 
milling and smelting ores, and there is 
scarcely a creek of any size but what makes 
a showing of color. 
The mining region 
covers a scope of ever 100 miles square. In 
fact, this is the largest mineral belt I ever 
saw. The formation is mostly of quartz. 
Still the country has its drawbacks. The 
winters are very severe and long. 
The 
country is hard of access, aud it will take 
some time yet to tell what the mines will 
amount to. But my opinion is that this 
will be a big mining region in a few years. 
There is no use of men rushiDg here unless 
they are prepared to go into business or 
prospect. This, like every other country, 
has its ups and downs, it3 easy and its 
bard times, the latter often predominat­ 
ing.”

Toe views of the Oonklingites regarding 
tlp’obligations of the cauca?, a? cxpresre J at 
their consultations and otherwise recently, 
arc peculiar and original. 
These persons 
profess to hold th at it was their duty as 
patty men to oh y the caucus, but at the 
eame time they decíate their intention to 
rote for Conkling. 
W hat they expect to 
gain by thus stultifying tbexselvc3 it is 
difficult to perceive, unless it is th at they 
are trying fo make loopholes through 
which to crawl hack into the Republican 
party when the time coiucs for the aban­ 
donment of their dead chief. 
But it is 
suiiiciently evident th at they belong to 
that numerous class who hold that regula­ 
tions arc always binding upon everybody 
but themselves. 
They liclieve that no 
caucus which did not nominate Conkling 
ought to be obeyed, and though in this 
cr.se there i.. no question about the fact 
that the caucus which nominated Miiler 
and Laj.ham was called by the majority, 
these men have t he consummate impudence 
to blackguard those who, like General 
Sharpe, finally conclude to obey the ma­ 
jority. 
Nothing more preposterous aud 
outrageous than this abuse of the seceding 
members of their ring lias occurred re­ 
cently, if we except the general course of 
their faction. 
They have no party stand­ 
ing whatever, and never did have. 
B at it 
is interesting to observe the development 
of the ‘ Boss” system of political ethics in 
tf.eir minds, as shown by the character of 
he reproaches showered 
upon Sharpe. 
He was taunted with the remark that 
Conkling had “ created him, politically," 
and 
the 
implication 
boldly 
and 
openly 
made 
was 
that 
since 
he 
owed 
everything 
to 
Conkling 
he 
ought to servo Conkling and not the peo­ 
ple. 
Here we see the people entirely ig­ 
nored. 
No sense of obligation to them is 
even so much as thought of. 
Conkling is 
referred to as a “ creator,” and the doctrine 
is plainly stated that his 
“ creatures” 
ought to be his devoted servants. 
This is 
w hat the “ Boas" system inevitably leads 
to. 
These men arc alt of them jiolitical 
serfs, and so perverted as even to be proud 
of their shame. 
Th»y know that the 
yxople are emphatically opposed to their 
coime. 
T hiy know that they are serving 
an individual in utter defiance of the will 
of their constituents. 
Yet they are so 
completely demoralized by the system of 
which they arc the finished products that 
they think it a m aitiro f chivalry somehow 
to ignore tlie popular sentiment defiantly, 
and to own their elb-giance to their “ Bass" 
as a relation to be proud of. 
Nothing 
to- re opposed to the theory of American 
politics could be conceived. 
Aud je t it 
wi l have to be adm itted that the practise 
of American politics of late years has 
tended in this direction. 
Let us hope that 
the Conklingites may act as “ shocking 
“ examples,” and complete the popular 
revolt against “ machine" and “ Boss” 
government. 


THE CONDITION OF RUSSIA. 


A recent dispatch gives a very gloomy 
account of the condition of Russia, and 
predicts the outbreak in that country of a 
revolution which may exceed in disastrous 
consequences all similar events recorded in 
history. 
W hile such a prediction as this 
is of necessity little more than a conjec­ 
ture, it lia3 been evident for some time 
that Russia was drifting towards anarchy. 
The fact th at the revolutionary activity 
which is observable has seemed hitherto 
to be confined to the middle aud upper 
classes by no means justifies the conclusion 
that the masses of the Russian people are 
unprepared to join in a movement for the 
overthrow of the existing Eystem. 
In 
studying this case we can have no safer 
guide than the great French Revolution, 
and when we turn to the records of that 
convulsion we shall find th at the develop­ 
ments in Russia are taking a very similar 
line to those in France about 1789. 
The 
Revolution in France was prepared by 
men who never would have moved in the 
m atter had they foreseen the consequences 
of their action. 
I t began in the higher 
classes, w ith the adoption of sentimental 
theories about the rights of Man and the 
Social Contract, as excogitated by Rousseau. 
These fanciful theories gradually filtered 
through the various strata of society, 
changing their form and significance as 
they passed through duller brains, until 
they reached the peasantry in the crude 
shape of a vagus belief that all cues, obli­ 
gations, rights and duties were to be 
abolished. 
I t is true that there was in France a 
class of men whose influence upon the 
revolution was very great, and whose type 
seems ab3ent in Russia. 
We refer to the 
countrj* lawyers, naturally the enemies of 
the 
aristocracy, and possessed of just 
enough intelligence and 
knowledge of 
theoretical law to inspire them with con­ 
fidence in their own governmental capacity, 
Taese were the men who made the disas­ 
trous C onstitution; who tore down one 
after the other every safeguard against 
anarchy; who encouraged the ignorant 
masses to take into their own bauds the 
entire government of the cou n try ; and 
who produced th at reign of terror which, 
among all its evil results, must be credited 
with the one salutary effect of decimating 
the ranks of these pestilent pettifoggers. 
In Russia there is no such numerous and 
active class of small lawyers, but it does 
not follow that the Russian peasantry are 
the more likely to prove wise and conserva­ 
tive when the revolutionary leaven begins 
to fenhent and spread. 
The natural con­ 
sequence of persuading densely ignorant 
men th at they are the rial sovereigns of a 
country is to suggest to them the practical 
test of this theofy, and they can think of 
no better test than the repudiation of all 
law. 
This is what happened iu France. 
For 
years th at countrj' was in a condition of 
anarchy. 
Not only was every department 
independent, but the districts cut loose 
from the departments, and the tow*n3 and 
villages from the districts. 
Brigandage, 
arson, murder and massacre were tlie 
most ordinary occurrences. The authorities 
were mere puppets in the hands of the 
peoplo. 
The military were no longer 
under the orders of the nominal State 
authorities. Long before the so-called Reign 
of Terror began, a genuine reign of terror 
had been established throughout France. 
Too 
French 
masses 
were 
em lruited, 
ignorant, besotted ; hut they 
thought 
they understood w hat the Rights of Man 
meant, and they proceeded to apply these 
theories in the most practical way. 
The 
Russian peafauts are quite as ignorant and 
embruited as the French peasantry were 
at the close of the last centurj*, and there­ 
fore it must be expected that they will 
make similar mistakes. 
W hat really hap­ 
pens to a country when such a revolution 
as th at of France breaks out, is a relapae 
to a state of nature. 
Every semblance 
of civilization disappears, and the un­ 
derlying wild beast which is the found­ 
ation of human nature reappears in all its 
ferocity and ugliue;?. 
The RaSriian masses are now discon­ 
tented. 
The emancipation cf the serfs 
gave them just enough freedom and eleva­ 
tion to enable them to see how far they 
were from being in a satisfactoiy condi­ 
tion. 
Their restlessness has been increas­ 
ing ever since, and also their inclination 
towards gross and debasing indulgences. 
The Russian clergy have never been agents 
of civilization. 
They are ia som9 respects 
a privileged class, but they possess neither 
learning cor sound morals, and the ex­ 
amples they set are evil rather than good. 
There is nothing in the influence of the 
Church to check revolution or to modify 
its radical tendencies. 
The masses have 
very little to lose by any change. 
It is 
true th at there has existed a popular 
veneration tor the Czar, but there was 
quite a3 strong a popular regard for the 
King when the French revolution began, 
a id th at did not prevent the consiaut 
violation of all laws by men who as con­ 
stan tly asserted that they were serving the 
Ring while defying his ordinances. 
Noth 
ing can be inferred against the probability 
of revolution from the existence of such a 
sentiment, therefore. 
The mainsprings of 
a I such convulsions among the masses 
are ignorance and suffering, and when 
these influences are prcseut everything is 
possible. 
In Rusfia the Government has already 
fallen back into a blind despotism. 
The 
Czar is virtually a prisoner. 
Repression 
by militarism seems to be his only remedy 
for every abuse. 
Corruption has sapped 
tlie strength of the official classes, and 
rendered them as odious to the people as 
the farmers general were to the people of 
France a century ago. 
The unotlicial 
aristocracy are impatient, disgusted and 
ripe for rebellion. 
Nihilism is scotched, 
not killed. 
The Czar refuses to grant his 
subjects a constitution. 
Rerliaps he has 
in mind the consequences which followed 
the granting of a constitution by Louis the 
■Sixteenth of 
France. 
Certainly 
that 
event showed that a constitution will 
not evolve civilization from barbarism. 
The people of Russia are no more capable 
than the people of France were of apply­ 
ing the principles of advanced civilization. 
The American Constitution would be use­ 
less to such a nation. 
They must become 
fitted for self-government before they can 
live under a free government. 
At present 
the indications are that they will have to 
pass, like France, through a fiery ordeal, 
before they can achieve better things for 
themselves. 
Their first activities will be 
destructive, and blind and disastrous to 
themselves. 
W hether they will emerge 
from the ruins of their old system pre­ 
pared to make real advances the future 
alone can determine. 


THE “ CALL" ON THE DEBEIS QUESTION. 


Tne Call ia evidentlj- resolved to main­ 
tain that reputation for ignorance, flippancy 
and stupidity which the press of San Fran­ 
cisco so fairly earned by its treatmont of 
the debris question. 
In a recent article 
we referred to the special message of Gov­ 


ernor Perkins as having shown that the 
successful completion of the plans of the 
engineers woo Id have resulted in the recla­ 
mation of lands the valuation of which 
was not less than $70,000,000. 
Upon this 
the Call saj-s : 
“ If Governor Perkins’ 
“ special message had shown what oar Sac­ 
ra m e n to 
contemporary 
claims, there 
“ would have betu no opposition to the 
“ yearly appropriations for the erection of 
‘ ‘ brash dams, according to the projects of 
“ the engineers. 
I t was because neither 
“ the message of tho Governor nor the 
“ reports of the engineer?, nor the opinion 
“ of common-sense unprofessional people, 
“ warranted the conclusion th at permanent 
“ good would result from the completion of 
“ the system of dams the Drainage Act 
“ contemplated, th at opposition to the 
“ appropriation gained such force.” 
Thii 
is grossly untrue. 
Iu the first place the 
special message of the Governor does point 
out exactly what we stated. 
In the sec­ 
ond place the reports of the engineers were 
such as to convince all who took the pains 
to read them, th at the proposed plans were 
both practicable and sutlicicnt. 
In tho 
third place no w riter who was not too 
ignorant 
of 
the 
nature 
of 
tho c 
plans 
to be justified 
in 
an 
attem pt 
to discuss them, would perpetrate tho 
absurdity 
of 
implying 
that 
they 
consisted merely of a “ system of dams.” 
We have charged the press of San Fran­ 
cisco with ignorance in this connection, 
and not without good reason, for whenever 
oue of these papers undertakes to deal with 
the debri3 question it is sure to demon­ 
strate its phenomenal lack of comprehen­ 
sion of the subject. 
A? (o the “ opinions 
“ of common-sense unprofessionals” on a 
question of engineering science, they are 
apt to be abont as valuable as the opinions 
of people ignorant of all languages save 
their own upon tho merits of a transla­ 
tion from the Sanscrit. 
Such opinions de­ 
rive their bia3 from the ignorance of the 
persons who deliver them. 
In the pres­ 
ent ease it is significant th at all the 
views which are of any real weight, that 
is to say, the views of the engineer?, have 
been distiucllj- favorable to 
the plans 
proposed for dealing with the debris prob­ 
lem ; while tho unfavorable views have 
beeu those of people who knew nothing of 
the principles concerned or the scientific 
bearing of the points involved. 
But the 
Call makes another serious misstatement 
when it says th at the opposition to the 
engineering plans was based upon a want 
of confidence in their sulficiencj-. 
The 
opposition stirred up by the San Francisco 
press was based upon the most contempt­ 
ible, 
Eordid 
aud 
shortsighted 
con­ 
siderations conceivable. 
It was the tax of 
five cents on the one hundred dollars which 
drew down upon tho project the hostility 
of such journals as the Call. 
They nevir 
took the trouble to master the engineering 
propositions. 
They 
never 
understood 
enough about those propositions to discuss 
them without exposing 
their profound 
ignorance of tho scientific side of the ques­ 
tion. 
They 
were 
content 
to 
make 
the tight from the standpoint of the tax, 
a squabble over five cents being something 
which they felt themselves entirely tit to 
undertake. 
But a journal which at this 
stage of the diicussion does not know that 
the brush dams were simply a feature in a 
project which embraced radical treatm ent 
o! the river channels in many other ways, 
and which is further ignorantof the factthat 
no sane man ever expected these clams to 
remedy the existing evils by themselves, 
ought either to avoid a topic it is so incom­ 
petent to deal with, or to fit itself for hand­ 
ling it by conscientious study of ¿lie avail­ 
able data. 


” HS TRAIN R0BBESY. 


Tho audacity of the train robbery on the 
Rock Island Railroad is calculated to startle 
the country. 
Heretofore crimes of this 
character have not only been infrequent, 
but they have been committed almost in­ 
variably upon 
roads 
passing 
through 
thinly-settled regions. 
The Rock Island 
road, however, traverses a populous coun­ 
try, and it might have been thought one of 
the last lines likely to be chosen for such a 
raid. 
The wanton murders committed by 
these train robbers add to the atrocity of 
the deed. 
The killing of the conductor 
seems to have been a purely malignant act, 
and the murder of the passenger was not 
less outrageous. 
The ferocity of the gang 
perhaps strengthens the current belief that 
the James brothers were concerned iu the 
attack. 
These James brothers have for 
years pursued a desperate career, and though 
often sought for various crimes havo suc­ 
ceeded in eluding justice. 
It is plain that 
if they are responsible for this last outrage 
it will bo necessary to hunt them down 
despite all difficulties, and it is to be hoped 
that the villains, whoever they are, may 
be traced and taken speedily. 


THE PRESIDENT. 


The President appears to have almost 
passed the danger line. 
The proofs given 
by him of a healthy appetite are the most 
encouraging symptoms which have yet ap­ 
peared. 
A man who can cat and digest 
comfortable and substantial meals, and is 
manifestly the better for them, may be re­ 
garded as practicallj- convalescent. 
Still 
the wonnd remains a very Eerious matter, 
and the phys'ciaus, though evidently very 
hopeful, will not commit themselves to too 
sanguine predictions. 
Tiie press is in a 
measure compelled during such a time to 
present its readers with a great deal of 
very trifling intelligence concerning the 
state of the p atien t; but though there are 
many gibes at this sick-rooin news, it is 
very certain that no paper of any enter­ 
prise can afford to be without it, and that

THE 
STATURE 
OF 
DIFFERENT 
RACES 
OF 
MEN. 


In comparing races as to their stature, 
we concern ourselves not with the tallest 
or shortest men of each tribe, bat with the 
ordinary or averaged-sized men who may 
be taken as fair representatives of their 
whole tribe. 
The difference of general 
stature is well shown where a tall and a 
short people come together in one district. 
Thus, in Australia the average English 
colonist of five feet eight inches looks clear 
over the heads of the fivo feet four inch 
Chinese laborers. 
Still more in Sweden 
does the Swede of five feet seven inches 
tower over the stunted Lapps, whose aver­ 
age measure is not much over five feet. 
Among the tallest of mankind are the Pat­ 
agonians, who seemed a race of giants to 
the Europeans who first watched them 
striding along their cliffs draped in their 
skin cloaks ; it was even declared that the 
heads of Magalhaena’ men hardly reached 
the waiBt of the first Fatagonian they met. 
Modern travelers find, on measuring them, 
that they really often reach six feet four 
inches, their mean height being about five 
feet eleven inches—three or four inches 
taller than average Englishmen. 
The 
shortest of mankind arc the Bushmen and 
related tribes in South Africa, with an 
average height not far exceeding four feet 
six inches. 
Thus, the tallest race of man 
is less than one-fourth higher than the 
shortest, a fact which seems surprising to 
those not used to measurements. 
In gen­ 
eral. the stature of the women of any race 
may be taken as about one-sixteenth less 
than that of the men. 
Thus, in England 
a man of five feet eight inches aud a woman 
of five feet four inches look, an ordinary 
well-maUhed couple.

Y'olo county has a large acreage of grain 
this year, equal to, if not greater, than 
former seasons. 
Owing to lato rains the 
winter-sown was late, but fortunately for 
it the months of May and June were cool 
and very favorable, so that the farmers i>e- 
came sanguine of good crops even from 
the sowing. 
Oa some of the high or hilly 
land there has beeu a perceptible falling off, 
in the way of shrinkage, of from 5 to 10 
per cent., but this is by no meaus general, 
and rather confiued to specific localities. 
Most of the grain on the plains proves to 
be of good shipping quality, and although 
six weeks ago many complained bitterly of 
the prospects, since thrashing commenced 
the majority have been very agreeably sur­ 
prised. 
From the information gained by 
conversing with farmers from all sections 
of the county, it is evident that the yield 
is fair, and averages well with former 
years. 
And grain buyers themselves do 
not complain at the average quality of the 
wheat.
